AN ILL-TEMPERED CONVENTION. 


Hissing the Ordet of the Day—La 
Follette Break Starts It. 


Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, June 18.—A sullen, ugly, M- 
tempered Republican Convention met at 
noon to-day in the Coliseum, and after 
six hours of savage talk, personal in- 
sults, hisses, and hoots, elected the Taft 
candidate for Temporary Chairman, Sen- 
ator Elihu Root of New York, over Gov. 
Francis E. McGovern of Wisconsin. The 
vote was 558 to 502, with scattering 
votes for Judge Lauder of North Da- 
kota and Walter L. Houser of Wiscon- 
sin, 

It was a convention which listened in 
grim silence or with angry snarls to 
predictions from. its own members that 
its ticket was foredoomed to defeat if 
its’ programme went through. It was

to the common enemy was. altogether 
ill-timed. It was a. convention run by 
two floor managers, one of whom, Flinn 
of Pennsylvania, nearly ; iape into the 
hands of the olice, an the other, 
Barnes of New York, devoted: his talents 
to directing the howling down of speak- 
ers.
